MARKET COTTON CROP 


Radford Says Money Will Be 
Advanced at I» Per Cent on 
Warehouse Certificates. 


Approximately 800 banks wi 
aid Texas farmers in marketing 
their 1013 cotton crop t<» the best 
advantage, 
according 
to 
Peter 
Radford, president of the Texas 
Farmers’ I’nion, 
These banks will advance money 
on warehouse receipts for stored 
cotton at the rate of 6 per cent 
per annum for six 
months 
or 
longer. 
'lie exact number of co-operut 
mg hanks will he determined by 
President Radford, thru answers 
to letters he has written to prac­ 
tically all bank presidents in the 
cotton growing section 
of 
the 
state. 
The loan will be made to the 
farmer upon depositing his ware­ 
house receipt and signing a note 
negotiable in any part of 
tin? 
country, and a bond signed by the 
warehouse 
manager 
specifying 
the number of bales owned by the 
farmer desiring the loan. 
President Radford 
will 
urge 
the farmers to borrow at the rate 
of $35 a bale, or 70 per cent of 
the market value of the cotton at 
the time the loan is made. 
“ It is not our purpose to hold 
cotton for an arbitrary price,” 
President Radford said Tuesday. 
“ It is our desire to distribute the 
sale of the staple ove_r the time 
required to manufacture it and to 
prevent driving down the price 
early in the selling 
season 
by- 
glutting the market. 
“ Throwing the entire crop upon 
the market within a month or two 
after it is made is the result of 
pressing financial obligations up­ 
on the farmer. If ho can hold his 
cotton and at tin* same time meet 
his obligations there will hi* no 
immediate necessity to sell. Then 
the cotton can he disposed of as 
it is needed by the spinners and 
will serve to keep the price reg­ 
ular to a greater degree than here 
to fore. 
Only 160 hanks offered their 
assistance in holding the cotton in 
1912 and the greater number this 
year is due to a more thorough 
study of this problem 
by 
the 
bankers, according to Mr. 
Rad­ 
ford.
